grvup of industries. There is, in fact, a generality to the existent favorable 
situation probably without a parallel in the past history of the Dominion.

It is an old and often proved state- 
ment that many people who can and have stood strong and true through 
the strain and stress of adversity, and won through to ultimate victory, 
have cracked and broken when favored with prosperity and success. 

Canada is prosperous’ today, and it should take full advantage of its 
present favorable position. The people are optimistic and should continue so. 
They should continue to show vision, courage, and engage in constructive 
development.~ They ould be unworthy of their heritage and the future 
possibilities of their Dominion if they acted otherwise. But they should 
nevertheless have a care in the enthusiasm of the glowing present not to 
forget the years to come. 


Just as night follows day, winter follows summer, youth grows into old | 


age. and death fs the ultimate ending of: birth, so is it inevitabla that, in 
course. of time, depression in business will follow buoyancy. A pendulum 
swings just as far one way as it does the other.

Developmental works are necessary and are justified in times of pros- 
perity, when they would be suicidal, in fact quite impossible, In times or 
depression. When depression prevails it. is frequently impossible to provide 
for: even imperative dnd wholly justifiable expenditures, These must be 
provided when times are pr osperous. It then becomes an equally tmaperatwe 
duty to. provide them. : 


But non-essentials, no matter how desirable amar be in’ othe: 


respects, should be carefully considered less citizens, the taxpayers, are 
unthinkingly swept. into the authorization of expenditures Which tater on 
they may have cause to bitterly regret. 

Such words of warning are unnecessary in times of depression: it 1s 
now, When prosperity is with us, that warnings are necessary, and should

The more stored, the bet- 
ter the growth will be the second 
Enough growth should be left 
in the fall to protect the crop to some 
‘extent during the winter. — 

To make good hay it niust be cut 
before it gets too Peano er 
any bloom appears. thick stand of 
white sweet clover oo be cut high. 
It tends to branch out, and when 
‘growing thick the lower branch buds 
start and die. If the plant is cut 
‘below these dead buds, it will be ki'l- 
ed. It must be cut above a live bud. 
‘Thin seeding may be cut lower. 

We prefer to stack sweet clover 
ibefore it is thoroughly dry, so that it 
will heat in the stack. This softens 
the stems so that the’ stock will eat 
‘them more readily. In dry regions 
'the sweet clover may be cut and: bound 
with a harvester for hay. The bun- 
idles should be set in small shocks -to 
cure before stacking. 

Sweet Clover Silage 

The crop when cut very ‘green 
‘lshould be allowed to partly dry before | 
‘putting it in the silo. .When mature 
it should be siloed as soon as cut. 
{Sweet clover hay and silage should be 
fed the same as alfalfa or other si- 
lage—in combination with 
feeds. Try sweet clover silage. :
